AFTER A DELIBERATION OF 
MORE THAN AN HOUR BY JURY 


Reasons For a New Trial Have Been 


Filed and Will be Argued 


Next Month. 


One of the most dramatic episodes 


that ever took place within the court- 
house walls occurred on hist Tuesday 
night when the verdict was rendered 
in the case of the Commonwealth vs. 
William Evler indicted for murder. 


The charge of Judge H. McC. Swope 


was concluded about G.".0 in the even- 
ing and the jury retired. While wait- 
ing for their supper they discussed the 
case and took some kind of an in- 
formal ballot. Then their supper was 
brought to them in court-house aud 
they" eat and 
continued 
their de- 


liberations. Though 
it was 
nearly 


two hours aud a half from tune they 
went out until the ringing of the bell 
T' minutes of 9 o'clock, only about 
one half of the time was given to the 
c:i-:e. remainder of time iietnir iriven 
to the supper, preparations for same 
and clearing away afterwards. 


At about 8.0*1 p. m. the court house 


bell rang, giving notice that a ver- 
dict had been arrived at. From every 
direction the people came llockmg. 
Being ut a time when no one -was 
tied down by work, the attendence 
was very large.

STREET PAVEMENT 


MATHEMATICS. 


The Town ("luiui-il :it their last meet- 


ing adapted a plan for permanent im- 
provement of ihe streets of this town 
and goodnese knows they need it bad 
enough, but that doesn't mean that 
the plan adopted is all right. The 
adoption of the plan does not mean 
that it will be put in force. That may 
or may not follow. To pave the pub- 
lic square with vitrified brick and one 
square of the four principal streets and 
a fifth square on Washington street to 
Beading railroad would take not far 
from lL\000 yards of paving. 
In this- 


'calculation the streets are taken- as GO 
1'eet wide and \'l foot pavements and 
18 inch gutters are deducted leaving a 
3j fooc roadwav. 12,000 square yards 
at ?!.«0 a square yard would cof-t i?19.- 
200. and of this one-third would be 
paid by borough >(>. -40(1, and two-thirds 
by abutting property owners 5-12, SOO. 
The borough might build a 
year but to go iive squares 
diamond would require an increase of 
debt and a vote of the citizens to do it. 
Assuming the horoumh would pass or- 
dinauee to assess of the abutting pro- 
perty owners two-thirds of cost, the 
burden m a t h eiu a t i c a 1 I y speak- 
ing. would be as follows: A 60 foot 
Jot owner -would be required to pay for 
two-thirds of pavement to center of 
street. That would make 110 square 
yards and two-thirds the cost at >fl.b'0 
a square yard would be £114 to be paid 
by every owner of a 60 foot lot or -?57 
by every owuer of a 30 foot lot. 
Many 


eiti/:eus might be willing to spend this 
sum for a good street but the question 
is whether a vitrified brick pavement 
snakes a good street. If the town 
cjuncilmeu would go on a junket to 
some town where vifriiitd brick has 
been down over ten years we have 
been told that they would find that 
teu years is enough to begin to put the 
vitrified brick out of service. The sur- 
face will be uneven, aud edges broken 
oil'. The experience of this country is 
that vitrin'ed brick is a dear pavement 
and that the best aud cheapest street 
pavement m the end is asphalt. If
